After the order was 
served verbally on Wednes¬ 
day, August 22, City Staff 
began to investigate the cir¬ 
cumstances. Sean Joyce re¬ 
ported that as of Friday, the 
City would be filing misde¬ 
meanor charges against 
Costa in Pasadena Municipal 
Court for the unauthorized 
construction. 

The Cultural Heritage 
Commission had given great 
attention to the plans for the 
renovation of the Lockhart 
House, revising them several 
times before giving approval. 
As the house was built in 
188S, there have been several 
changes over the years, add¬ 
ing electricity and other mod¬ 
ern conveniences as they 
were developed. The biggest 
complaint on behalf of the 
Cultural Heritage Commis¬ 
sion is that the demolition 
work was a great deal more 
than they expected. 

Brain Costa and the archi¬ 
tect on the project, Kevin 
Love, are incredulous that the 
project has been going on for 
months without being noti¬ 
fied that there was a problem 
with building permits. Being 
on a high-profile comer, he 
thought everyone knew what 
he was doing. Costa claims 
that Development Services 
Director, Anne McIntosh had 
giveh him "the bif '0-0,' the 
greetr ti^" several mornhs 
ago. 

But, McIntosh believes 
that Costa misunderstood the 
meaning of the "big G-0" as 
approval of the permits rather 
than as the approval of the 
plans or waiver of the build¬ 
ing permit fees. Joyce agrees 
that Costa "might have mis¬ 
construed permit fee waivers 
for permit waivers...We 
would never waive permits." 
In response to Costa's claim 


Work has halted at the 
Lockhart House on Highland. 
Construction that has been 
going on for almost 4 months 
has come to a standstill with 
a 'Stop Work Order’ from the 
City because it was discov¬ 
ered that the developer, Brian 
Costa did not pull building 
permits. 

Because the home is on 
the Historic Registry, it falls 
under the auspices of the Cul¬ 
tural Heritage Commission 
and all plans must be ap¬ 
proved through them. Judy 
Webb-Martin, who heads the 
Cultural Heritage Commis¬ 
sion commented that "Mr. 
Costa did come to us and we 
started to work together. We 
assigned a commission to 
work with him...He had our 
blessing." As Costa had given 
every indication that he had 
intended to work with the 
Commission, she added, "It 
was a surprise to me that there 
were no permits." 

According to Sean Joyce, 
City Administrator, Brian 
Costa did apply for building 
permits, but they were never 
approved. Approval of any 
permits for the historic prop¬ 
erty is contingent on comply- 
ing with the Cultural 
Heritage's findings. Con¬ 
struction on the Lockhart 
House begart befbre the per« 
mits were issued and veered 
away from the Commission's 
findings which Joyce feels 
shows "a complete disregard 
for the codes of the City." 

When Dane Lenton, Presi¬ 
dent of the Preservation Soci¬ 
ety noticed the amount of 
work that had already taken 
place and discovered that 
there were no permits, he 
notified the police and re¬ 
quested the 'Stop Work Or- 


that he thought everything 
was in order, Joyce cited that 
part of the process includes 
City inspections, especially 
for foundation and electrical 
work. "Why did he [Costa) 
videotape the entire founda¬ 
tion process, if he didn't know 
he was supposed to be in¬ 
spected?" Joyce asked. 

Costa and Love, however, 
noted that Steve Pock, City 
Inspector, had been to the 
Lockhart Construction site at 
least 4 times. They are very 
proud of the work they have 
done on the Lockhart House, 
espeoialiy tlw foundation and 
the porch. 

"We had the foundation 
professionally raised and it is 
built better than 90% of 
homes in the community." 
Costa said pointing out the 
areas were the old foundation 
had slipped and deteriorated. 
When they raised the founda¬ 
tion, most of the plaster inside 
shattered because the house 
was on grade and had settled 


into a slant. 

The owner had originally 
wanted the porch to stay, but 
when construction began, 
they discovered that the 
wood was termite infested. 

"The porch was built on 
grade and not to code." Brian 
noted. The porch that he re¬ 
placed was actually not origi¬ 
nal but added during a remod- 
eling. 

He is especially excited 
that underneath the shingles, 
they discovered the original 
ship-lap siding in great con¬ 
dition. "I called Anne [blcln- ***<* motofman on the Big Red streetoars here. He

were going to restore it." 

Costa said. "We are preserv¬ 
ing the originai 
structure...and we are doing 
top-quality construction so 
that it will last another 150- 
200 years." 

He also pointed out origi¬ 
nal hardware that was being 
restored as well as several 
other details of the construc¬ 
tion. Originally there was no 
kitchen in the house and a 
very substandard lean-to 
kitchen was constructed early 
in the century. Also, as elec¬ 
tricity and plumbing were 
added, pipes and wires were 
run along the side of the 
house which is not up to 
today's suindards. 

While Costa commented 
that he had really tried to 
please Steve Pock, the In¬ 
spector, "We please the 
people that we are su(qx)sed 
to...the owners. Right now, 
the people that live in the 
property are residing in a 
temporary trailer. Fd like to 
get them into their new 
home."

A few times each summer, our evening siesta would be 
interrupted.

stately ash trees, so at evening the grass was reasonably cool. 
Because our lawn was large and shaded, more often than not, 
neighbors came to visit. 

For some reason, talk was slow and muted. Perhaps be¬ 
cause of the heat, or fatique, or both along with the realiza¬ 
tion that the evening’s pleasures would be short. The work¬ 
day began at seven o’clock, and that meant early rising, and 
that in turn meant early retiring. Of course, there were the 
noises of the night. The ever-present crickets rasped away at 
their evening music, and from down the street we could hear 
the tinkle of Harry Lloyd’s mandolin, an instrument shaped 
like one-half of a bulbous pear. Sometimes the tunes were 
accompanied by a whiff of cigar smoke. While the elders 
talked, the children, including me, chased fireflies, “lighten¬ 
ing bugs”. That activity took too much exersion, so it was not 
long before we sprawled on the grass and engaged in the 
nightly search for the Big Dipper and the Little Dipper in the 
purple-black sky. I’m sure we were successful part of the time, 
because there were no large cities nearby whose lights would 
have blurred the heavens. As it was, every star had its own 
twinkle, seemingly so near but so far away. There was no 
radio in those days, no television, so news, including bad 
news, always seemed a long way off, and what was in the 
newspapers was at least a day late. Life was solw-paced, es¬ 
pecially so in the summertime.

PICNIC STAINS 


picnic season is here, and with picnics come special 
problems with stains. Do not let a stained garment hang 
in your closet! The longer a stain is on a fabric, the 
harder it will be to remove.

Mustard is a particularly difficult 
stain to remove because of a yellow dye called tumeric.

I received my first speeding ticket in Sierra Madre. It was 
the night before Easter during my senior year in high school 
and I was caught going 35 MPH on Grandview which is a 25 
MPH zone. The friends I was driving with could not believe 
that I actually got ticketed for going 35 MPH. 

Since then I have slowed down in Sierra Madre. but I have 
observed that a lot of other people don't. A lot of people speed, 
not just at night on an empty street and not just 10 miles over 
the limit. 

Try driving from Santa Anita to Michillinda on Sierra 
Madre Blvd. at the posted limit. I not only constantly have 
tailgaters inches from me, but I have drivers trying to pass me.

Mary's Market

Last year, in the process of exploring ways to facilitate the 
creation of a park in the canyon at 444 Sturtevant Drive, resi¬ 
dents and city staff helped to identify funds left to the city by 
the late former canyon resident, advocate and Planning Com¬ 
missioner Peter Tanip, who died in 1987. As his interests were 
always for the improvement and conservation of the canyon 
and the Sturtevant property is no longer available, the city has 
encouraged canyon residents to plan an improvement project 
funded by this gift, now amounting to $24,300. Several resi¬ 
dents have agreed that the most visible project impacting the 
greatest number of residents would be the beautification of the 
parking area which replaced the site of the former city pool 
in 1959. 

Canyon historical records, newspaper articles and photo¬ 
graphs, many of which were compiled by former resident and 
volunteer Barbara Godley, reveal that the present unattractive 
appearance of the parking lot was not intentional. In Febm- 
ary 1959, the impetus bringing about the formation of the 
Foothill Areas Homeowner’s Association, active through the 
70’s, was the task of providing input to the city as to how the 
old pool site should be redeveloped. There were five differ¬ 
ent proposals which were voted on in April 1959, ranging from 
a complete park or playground area, a mixed use for parking 
and park or an area only for parking. The park proposal in¬ 
cluded the possibility of retaining part of the old bath house 
for a club house and art gallery. The parking plan won in the 
Association meeting, 34 in favor of the parking lot, 30 in fa¬ 
vor of the playground and the remaining minority split among 
the other three plans. In following, the Parks and Recreation 
Commission voted unanimously against using the pool area 
as a recreation facility and City Council voted to put a fence 
around the area. However due to lack of funds, no further work 

was completed after 
demolition of the pool 
and bathhouse beyond 
grading the dirt, which 
was soon used as a 
parking area. 

From 1964 to the 
early 70’s, the Los 
Angeles County 
Flood Control District 
was promoting a plan 
which included cover¬ 
ing the channel and 
reconfiguring Wood¬ 
land Drive to run over 
the lower channel to 
include Audubon

(canyon) parking lot will 
probably be affected by the 
wash construction, the City 
Council provided funds in 
this year’s budget to con¬ 
struct this interim conve¬ 
nience to Canyon residents at 
a nominal cost ($200 with 
city crews providing the ma¬ 
jor portion of the labor).

There are several precautions to take 
before taking off for the desert such as 
planning your trip in advance for appro¬ 
priate fuel and rest stops. Avoid driving 
during high wind conditions to prevent 
paint and windshield damage. Carry 
drinking water and first aid supplies in the 
car as well as about two gallons of water 
for your car's cooling system. Also re¬ 
member a basic tool kit. 

Drive at moderate speeds on the road 
and turn off the air conditioner when the 
engine is stressed (such as driving up 
steep inclines). It’s sometimes wise to 
turn the heater on at the lowest setting to 
keep the engine cool (this allows the cool¬ 
ant to circulate through the heater core). 

Also remember that vapor lock and 
dieseling are more likely to occur in hot 
weather conditions.

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While there is a feeling of a sense of lull or non-activity 
regarding the proposed Santa Anita Entertainment Center, it 
doesn’t mean that things are not happening. 

Though the action is somewhat behind the scenes, it is not 
being done in secret. The consultants are now making an 
analysis of the environmental impacts as they relate to the 
public concerns. 

I asked Rick Gomez just how they do that. He said, “They 
look at the project description given to us by the applicant. 
They assign values to both the physical and the fiscal impacts. 
They balance these values. In looking at the negatives they 
determine which are avoidable, which are mitigatable and 
which aren’t. 

“They then begin to look at the alternatives as allowed by 
law. There are the proponent’s project, no project and differ¬ 
ent scales of the project. Values are placed on these regard¬ 
ing how they perform to the total impact. The public and the 
Council can then judge and decide which is the appropriate 
alternative.” 

I asked, “How do the consultants make their projections?” 
he replied, “For example, in the traffic analysis each type of 
jse (retail, entertainment, restaurants etc.) has a trip genera¬ 
tion factor. The uaffic engineers have, through their resources, 
an ability to assign a number to that. Each square foot of a 
particular use has a trip generation. They aggregate these 
numbers and assign impacts. 

“In preparing alternatives, they sometimes have to disag¬ 
gregate these numbers and then begin to build them back up. 
The values are then compared and weighed in a net manner.” 

This is the work being done now. That package is being 
put together and we will be able to see it around the end of 
September or early October when the screen checks are avail¬ 
able.

My cat seems to have a dirty chin all the 
time. Is this common and is there anything I 
can do to clean it? 

Your cat probably has feline acne. This can 
occur in adolescent and adult cats and is fairly 
common. Some cats have difficulty washing 
their chin so surface lipids and dirt accumulate 
and predispose the skin to comedo formation 
(pimples). Treatment consists primarily of daily 
cleansing with an antibacterial shampoo. If the 
infection is severe enough then oral and topi¬ 
cal antibiotics may be needed. It is important 
to also check the inside of his mouth. An in¬ 
fected or painful tooth can be a reason for him 
to stop cleaning his chin properly.

Arcadia got a mean kick in the shins but her doctors. 
City Staff and City Council, came to the rescue and tem¬ 
porarily patched hpr up. They declared a public emer¬ 
gency and recovery has started on Huntington Drive. 

As previously reported, due to a strike by the operat¬ 
ing engineers, Sully-Miller Contracting Co. was forced 
into a work stoppage. This, of course, has caused an in¬ 
convenience to businesses, residents and commuters. 

However, the major concern and the reason for the 
emergency is the fact that the storm drains are completely 
disconnected. The rainy season can begin as early as Oc¬ 
tober. If the drain system remains in its current incomplete 
condition and the rains begin, an emergency situation will 
result. 

There is a real possibility of flooding in the downtown 
area. In addition, according to Gary Baker, ASL consult¬ 
ing engineer, “If enough water gets in the drain at the west 
section Huntington Drive, we could face pavement fail¬ 
ure similar to the MTA construction in Hollywood. This 
would close off the westbound arterial connection for the 
hospital. It is a bigger problem than just downtown; we 
also have to protect the trench and the substructure of the 
street.” 

Rick Gomez, deputy city manager, said, “Given the 
short six week window of opportunity before the rainy 
season starts, we cannot delay construction any further.” 

Because Sully-Miller cannot complete the work due to 
the strike, it was necessary to suspend their contract to 
allow the City to contract with other qualified parties to 
perform the work necessary to alleviate the threat. City 
Manager Bill Kelly emphasized, “This is not adversarial 
between the City and Sully-Miller. This is a suspension, 
not a termination. It is an unfortunate situation, but the 
City must act.”

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Sierra Madre. They came and for a time Decker’s health 
improved. He built a home next to the Lockhart House 427 
W. Highland in 1890. 

Decker was a brilliant engineer and ingenious inventor of 
great ability with a list of inventions including safety brakes 
for elevators and electroplating processes. His greatest con¬ 
tribution was a method to transmit electricity long distances. 
At first the Westinghouse Co. scoffed at his idea but he es¬ 
tablished a world record for commercial long-distance elec¬ 
tric transmission. Decker’s technology allowed people to have 
electricity no matter how far they were from a generating plant. 

Decker also designed the electrical system for the Mt. 
Lowe Railway. By then his TB had Hared up and he lived in 
a tent at the construction site. Each day he was earned on a 
stretcher to oversee the work. Sadly Decker died, much too 
soon, on August 3, 1893. The Mt. Lowe Historical Commit¬ 
tee named a mountain peak after Decker last year. 

His home also belonged to the Jameson Trust and when 
they developed part of their property in 1988 only a very small 
portion of the front of the front facade was saved and a new 
home built. 

The Norrises were also part of this Lockhart family. Adda 
married Stephen R. Norris in 1888 and for many years he ran 
a general merchandise and grocery store here. He built the 
store where Crystal Farms stands today. It was a Norris fam¬ 
ily business until they sold it to David Roess in 1938. 

In 1919 the Norris son, George, who was in business with 
his father, married Nina Kellogg. They had eight chiildren. 
There were seven girls, which included two sets of twins, and 
finally their youngest was a son. 

Mrs. Norris and the children were all musically talented. 
She played several instruments but traveled the concert cir¬ 
cuit as a whistler, very popular with audiences. The children 
formed an orchestra, played at several Sierra Madre events 
including the Wistaria Fete and also played with the Pasadena 
Orchestra. 


Sierra Madre has very few houses left from our early Vic¬ 
torian days. One which still stands is the Lockhart House at 
443 W. Highland Ave., built in 1885. Six generations of the 
family first connected with this home have gone on to live in 
Sierra Madre. The house is presently owned by the Jameson 
Trust. 

In 1885 Mrs. Mary Ann Lockhart came to Sierra Madre 
from Ohio and purchased four acres of land on which the 
house was built. The acreage was bordered by Grandview 
Ave. on the north. Grove St. on the east. Highland Ave. on 
the south and to the middle of the Highland block on the west. 

Mrs. Lockhart was without a husband and this two-story 
house was constructed for their mother by her son David and 
daughter Adda almost entirely with their own hands. Back 
in those early days Sierra Madre was mostly empty land with 
few dwellings. After this house was built many pioneers 
boarded with Mrs. Lockhart while building their own homes. 
She also boarded the men who built the Pinney House (Sierra 
Madre Hotel) in 1887 which still stands at 225 N. Lima. She 
planted a vineyard on her land and was one of the early vol¬ 
unteers at our Sierra Madre Public Library, also built in 1887. 

Daughter Adda came to Sierra Madre before her mother. 
She lived with her aunt and uncle Prof, and Mrs. John J. Hart, 
who owned a ranch on land that is today Memorial Park and 
Hart’s winery on that land has become our Senior Center. 

Son David worked as a motorman for Pacific Electric from 
1897 to 1931. He drove the first streetcar into Sierra Madre 
in 1906. When his mother died in 1913 the streetcar company 
aloud him to use a private car to take her casket for burial to 
a Pasadena cemetery. 

Mrs. Lockhart had two other daughters, one named Kate. 
Kate married Almarian Deckerf and they were living in Ohio 
with their young daughter Marian when he became ill with 
tuberculosis. Mrs. Lockhart encouraged the family to leave 
Ohio’s cold climate and come here to the health-giving air of

How difficult Is It to qualify for a mort¬ 
gage If you have a past cr edit problem? 

Credit problems can make it harder 
to qualify, but it's quite possible lor buy¬ 
ers with poor credit to obtain a home 
loan. 

Anyone who has had a financial 
problem—whether it was a matter of 
late credit payments, delinquent taxes, 
or even a judgement that was filed— 
should ext^ this data to be a factor 
when applying for a mortgage. 

How critical a factor? Minor lapses will probably have little 
or no effect, however, buyers with serious problems may still 
qualify for a loan but they may have to pay a higher rate of 
interest or provide a larger down payment. 

There are three steps that a person with past credit prob¬ 
lems should take before applying for a loan. First, request a 
credit profile from one of three major credit reporting agen¬ 
cies. In fact, it's best to request a report from all three, since 
not all creditors report information to the same agencies. TRW 
will furnish a complimentary copy once a year on request, at 
(000) 392-1122. Equifax (800\685-1111) and Trans Union 
(800V408-1050) will also furnish reports for a nominal charge. 

Second, the buyer should optimize his or her credit profile 
by citing prompt payment or rent, utilities, and other such bills 
not reported on the credit profiles. The buyer should also be 
prepared to provide candid explanations for late payments to 
the loan officer. This is important because problems not re¬ 
ported by the buyer but discovered by the lender will reflect 
unfavorably. 

Many lenders are understanding about one-time problems 
such as the loss of a job. a medical emergency, etc. Buyers 
with patterns of delinquent payments might want to consider 
adding six months or a year of flawle^ credit to their track 
record before pursuing their home-buying plans. Discuss this 
with your real estate agent. They can offer excellent sugges¬ 
tions. 

So remember—if you are thinking eibout purchasing a home, 
but are worried about your past financial record—don't give 
up. There are solutions, lenders and agents who are in busi¬ 
ness to help.

Older homes built before earthquake codes (put in place 
in the 1950’s and slowly but steadily improving) are subject 
to the heavist earthquake damage. The problem with some 
older homes are: 

Foundations without anchors. Some older foundations 
were constructed without anchor bolts. Standard practice 
before earthquale codes was to use large nails through sillplaie 
& into concrete stem walls. Over the years the nails have 
become weak by rust.__ ., 

To identify (with a flashjight)Took for bolts and nuts on 
top of a sillplate and check spacing. 

To rem^y this problem you may wish to install retrofit 
plates or add bolts through sillplate. You may wish to con¬ 
sult a foundation contractor and/or an engineer. 

Some older foundations were made with types of sand or 
aggregated that cause a chemical reaction so that the 
concreate evenly crumbles and then becomes too soft to with 
sand earthquake forces. 

Identify by looking to see if there are large cracks in the 
concrete, if concrete is crumbling off the foundation, or it the 
concrete crumbles when you pick at it with a screwdriver. 

To fix this problem you may need to replace some of the 
foundation. Apply concrete and a concrete seal for preserva 
tion. 

Some older homes were built on wood beams laid directly 
on the ground , without any foundation at all. These homes 
may move in earthquakes causing structural damage and 
breaking utility lines. 

If you can get under the house but don’t see any concrete 
around the outside walls, your house may lack a
